HERE is note of sadness in the passing of so many of the 
old custoical and the old institutions. 
And in this 
connec­ 
tion I 
like to think of the old village blacksmith as an institution— 
as he 
was in every village of our youth. 
H>*w deair wa* that shop with its scattered odds and ends of 
in n and scraps, old wheels, tubs of water, discarded ho rn-shoes 
that were piled In a heap, the blazing hearth and the old black*1 
."TOlth himself, with wrinkled brow and rolled up sleeve* — one 
hand upon the bellows, arid the other holding the shoe within the 
white heat of the fire. 
He it was who was the 
age of the ooinmnnity, the boy’s best 
friend, and a phi biophor de luxe. 
He groan d the skates, fixed the 
fishing 
spears, 
repaired 
\ agons, fixed the bicycles, and even 
restored the old lightning rods. 
He was the original Jack-of-all- 
lrades. 
Nothing was imposable with this genius of the forge. 
He* W'Q^ the Small boy 3 g<»d and his aud ie nee was always with him. 
There was always a blacksmith in one of the pews of my 
father’s church. 
He was always generous and a citizen worth hi* 
rah. 
He was the ays*bol of honesty, industry, and good citizen­ 
ship. Although immortalized nearly a century 
ago in I^ngfel- 
low’s beautiful poem, it will probably Ik* another century before 
fitting memorials arc erected to hi - memory—so forgetful ar* we 
of those who have enriched our lives and traditions. 
The old village 
blacksmith was probably the 
most 
beloved 
and respected citizen of the 
entire community in which he lived 
and 
worked. There has been no one who has 
taken his place —- 
and there never will be. 
Where ha* he gone? 
I recently traveled by automobile a distance of nearly 2,000 
miles, covering a dozen states, traveling through all sorts of towns 
and ctties—ibut I failed to find but one blacksmith left! 
God bless 
that one. 
We may aUll go into tho Matte J cd jrhupa for mechanics to fix 
pur cramchafts ard to clean our spark plugs—hut our old and 
dear 
friend, the blacksmith, he’* just a sweet and enduring mem­ 
ory.
